Since he had had a con- 
frontation. with Carter 
sometime before Christ- 
mas and that he had recen- 
tly linked Carter with 
keeping company with his 
wife in a Domestic Court 
petition, he assumed Car- 
ter was trying to say 
something to him about 
their past relationship. 

After telling Carter that 
he did not wish to talk_with 
him;-he said they 
“clashed"’ and Carter 
“apparently fell down the 
basement steps’ in the 
scuffle injuring himself in 
the process. 

Nesbitt said his wife, 
Margaret, who is pianist 
for a Hosack Baptist choir, 
filed for divorce after he 
accused her of keeping 
company with Carter. He 
linked her with Carter in a 
cross petition in Domestic 
Court, he said 

Nesbitt said he has been 
approached by several 
ministers who are seeking 
to “work out a deal” with 
him to squash the case" 
involving him and Pastor 
Carter. He said he will 
probably meet with them 
but it is questionable as to 
whether he will agree to 
any deal c 

In the meantime, 
Nesbitt's case is docketed 
for a hearing if Municipal 
Court Thursday. However, 
he said his attorney has

Much of the biame for the failure of 
Secretary of State, Cyrus Vance’s mission 
to Russia, is attributed to President Car- 
ters pronouncements on human rights 
throughout the world. 

Whether this is true or not, is conjec- 
ture. We do know that Russian officials 
bristled sharply when President Carter 
gave the Human Rights issue as the 
reason for discontinuing American aid to 
Argentina, Brazil and iopia. 

How valid is the Human Rights issue in 
international politics? How many nations 
can truly say and authenticate, that ‘their 


Human Rights problems. have all been - 


solved? You | certainly wouldn't have a 
crowded hall if they all assembled. 

Can the United States get out in front on 
the issue of Human Rights? Despite what 
Ambassador Andrew Young said about 
England and its historic position on 
racism, we have to face the facts that from 
its very inception, the government of the 


~United~States’"has~ bowed to~racism-~-at~ 


every important step in its development. 

So, when the President of the United 
States talks about the imposition of sanc- 
tions because of this or that nation’s lack 
of implementation of a Human Rights 
program--commensurate - with our 
ideologies, we are treading on 
questionable grounds: 


| am glad to see President Carter 
becoming concerned about Human Rights 
for this:'is one of the weakest facets in our 
government's posture. Nobody knows this 
better than President Carter because he 
comes from the deep South where Human 
Rights or any other kind of -rights-were 
valid only if they benefited White people. 
Where, for generations, Black people had 
no rights that White people were bound to 
respect: 

Dr. John Hope Franklin, the noted 
historian, in his Jefferson Lecture in San 
Francisco last May, said: “The story as 
well as the problem of racial equality in 
twentieth century America is essentially 
the struggle to divide a privilege or a right 
whose indivisibility would become more 
and more apparent.” 

I hope President Carter won't recoil in 
anger at the Russians resentment of his in- 
jection of the Human Rights issue in the 
negotiations between the two countries.

The Commission cites the 
racial clash at Camp Pendleton, California 
as an example of the needs for greater 
awareness by the military of those issues 
that poison race relations in the military 
services... 

“The two basic findings of the Com- 
ivil rights enfor- 
cement efforts remain deficient and must 
be strengthened, not diluted, and. that 

‘ogress,... oe full. .em- 
ployment policies, is essential if we are-to 
insure equal employment opportunity for 
all. Americans.” 

So, this nation has a lot of cleaning up 
to do in its own Human Rights backyard. It 
would, therefore be well if President Car- 
ter said to the nations of the world, yes, we 
have plenty of Human Rights problems to 
solve. However, from this day on, do as 
much as we are doing to advance the 
cause of Human Rights to the end that 
equality will be the full rights of each and 
every person within our borders.” 

If President Carter is willing to set the

1..© Comments 
by John B.'Combs, 
ant Columbus Bureau 


Judge Irks Black Solons 


Judge William McClain, veteran Cincinnat 

ican who has the distinction of being the first 

and only black to serve on the Hamilton County Com- 

mon Pleas Court bench has himself in bad with 
at least two black state legislators. 

McClain, appointed as an interim Cincinnati 
Munici rt Judge after losing his Common 
Pleas Court seat given him by Gov. James A. Rhodes, 
at the 1976 November election, stirred the wrath of 
Sen. William F. Bowen and Rep. James W. Rankin, 
both of Cincinnati when he testified. against a bill 
before the Senate Judiciary Committee two weeks 


ago. 

The measure, S.B. 17, sponsored by 
provides for the election of Municipal Court ju in 
Cincinnati in the following manner. Five to be elected 
citywide, five countywide and three at large. The latter 
three would run both citywide and countywide. 

Bowen contends that if his proposal becomes law, 
the chances of electing black judges would be enhan- 
ced tremendously in Cincinnati. And inspite of 
McClain's opposition, Bowen expressed complete 
confidence his bill will be and become law. 

Judgé McClain, in opposirig the bill, questioned the 
constitutionality of such a law. It was on the basis of 


Bowen, 


this contention that he called for the defeat of the — 


“proposal.” 

Bowen, a Democrat, said McClain, in opposing the 
measure, was simply voicing the sentiments of the 
‘Hamilton County ublican machine and the Cin- 
cinnati Bar Association. . 

McClain, however, was unable to persuade the 
committee, which after amending~ the —bill-recom- 
mended it for passage. It was later assigned to the 
Senate Rules Committee which has the prime respon- 
sibility of referring legislation to the floor for a vote of 
the entire body. 

Rankin, who sponsored an identical bill in the 
House, H.B. 517, was down right fierce with McClain 
for opposing Bowen's bill. said the fact that 
McClain carried every black ward by overwhelming 
majorities in his race last November, yet he was soun- 
dly defeated in the county, is concrete proof that a 
black cannot win in a county-wide contest. 

Since McClain is obviously aware of these facts, 
Rankin also a Democrat, said the only logical con- 
clusion is that he was pressured by the Republican 
bosses in Hamilton County. 

Rankin's bill is now in the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee awaiting assignment for a p earing

URBAN AID NEEDS BETTER FOCUS ON POOR 


The Department ‘of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, with an appropriate sense of urgency, has sent 


proposed legilsation to advance the” economic™ 


develo; nt of hard-pressed cities. 

whe pin would free $400 million to Urban Deve- 
lopment Action Programs that qualify as “a compre- 
hensive.action. plan: and_strategy to alleviate physical 
and economic distress through systematic change." 

Further, such programs: ‘should be developed sc 
as to take advantage of unique opportunities to at- 
tract private investment, stimulate investment in 
restoration of deteriorated or abandoned housing 
stock, or solve critical problems resulting from 
population out-migration or stagnating or declining 
tax base." 

That sounds fine, but in legislative terms, such 
language is too open-ended, too susceptible to use 
for purposes that don't actually help the intended 
beneficiaries — the poor and low-income residents of 
inner-cities. 

HUD, in its commendable haste to get an 
emergency urban aid bill to the Congress, neglected 
to consult with a wide enough range of interested 
citizens’ groups, with the result that the legislation is 
flawed 


The. language of the bill suggests it's aimed at 
helping the poor, that it's intended to expand 
“economic opportunities for low and moderate income 
people. But there are no safeguards to ensure this will 
happen. 

We know from past experience that the federal 
government has passed legislation supposed to help 
the poor by putting large amounts of money into 
cities, only to have those cities spend the money on 


nothing to lose. Because of this it has middie and upper income neighborhoods.

I'm not saying this new plan will go the way others 
have, but with the kind of track record such ig 
have compiled, why take chances? Another failure 
will just provide ammunition for those who would like 
to see all urban aid programs ended. 

Congress does have some options. One would be 
to cut the number of cities down to make the program 
a demonstration, in other words; rather than put out a 
lot of money ‘to ‘a lot of cities, concentrate large 
amounts of money on a few cities to show what could 
be done. HUD would select. the most promising 
proposals that provide for urban economic develop- 
ment targeted at the low income groups traditionally 
left oGt of such plans, and monitor the projects 
closely. After such model Programs are proved 
wor! , the program can go national in a Marshall 
Plan form.— — -—— 

Politically, that's hard to bring off. Congressmen 
want money for their cities too. That's what happened 
back in 1966 when a ten-city demonstration program 


was expanded to 150 cities, and then ballooned out of » 


control. 

So if Congress decides to keep the program broad- 
based, it must build in the safeguards that will ensure 
that substantical expenditures are made directly in 
lower income neighborhoods. 

It ought to be clear by now that no city can improve 
its economic base-without simultaneously taking ac- 
tions to improve the lives of its low-income citizens. 
And the reverse is true, too - cities can't improve the 
situation of their deprived groups without also 
boosting the local economy. 

Without prety stiff requirements that approved 
projects will provide economic and housing oppor- 
tunities for the poor, this new program may prove to 
be a boon for land speculators and industries 
knocking down the dwellings of the poor to put up

CALL and POST, Saturday, 
Solution To School Segregation 


Dear Editor: 


Desegregation of Colum- 
bus schools should be 
based upon long term per- 
manent solutions and not 
quick solutions that do not 
last. To achieve a per- 
manent solution requires 
changes in school boun- 
daries and housing pat- 
terns. Only a minimum 
amount of busing should 
be used. or needed in ten 
years if a successful 
solution is found. 

Busing is a-means and 
not the end and therefore 
should only be used as a 
motivator toward per- 

{manent changes’ in 
housing patterns. On the 
average people move every 
four—_or five years. 
Therefore; there is ample 
moving to provide in- 
tegrated schools without 
encouraging people to 
move. 

Since we desire to 
change where people 
move, students should not 


With this approach 75-80% 
of the students would be 
exempt from’ busing the 
first year, / This. should 
create . fewer hostilities 
since ple would make 
the decisjon for their move 
with full/knowledge of the 
school to /be attended. 

Since /busing should 
only be used as a 
motivator, exemptions from 
busing should be granted 
whenever: 

(1) “substantial” im- 
provimen within a defined 
group, neighborhood, or 
school has been achieved. 

(2) balanced schools, 
neighborhood blocks or 
apartment complexes 
exist. 

(3) an approved positive 
action plan is being used.

The plan would 
establish a limit of the 
number of whites and of 
the number of blacks. In a 
complex with excess 
whites, the white limit 
would be the present num- 
ber of white minus five per- 
cent. In a complex with ex- 
cess blacks, the black limit 
would be the number of 
blacks minus five percent. 
The management would 
not .rent to a person but 
place them on a waiting 
list if the number of their 
race already equals or ex- 
ceeds the limit. These 
limits should be reviewed 
periodically, say quarterly. 
For example, if the target 
range for each school is 
20-40% black and a 100 
unit complex has 97 
whites, 2 blacks and 1 
vacancy; then the black 
limit would be 40 and the 
white limit would be 92 (97 
present minus 5%), This 
would open vacancies for 
balancing and would en- 


courage. selective use of 


media to fill vacancies. The 
use of this plan would not 
be required but used upon 
an approved petition from 
the apartment owner. 

Preliminary registration 
should end prior to the 
start of each school year or 
semester. If the balance for 
a school or a neighbor- 
hood block improved 
adequately, all students 
already registered would 
be permanently exempted 
from busing: This would 
encourage whites to 
welcome blacks to their 
neighborhoods. Property 
values probably would 
decline in neighborhoods 
that do not improve their 
balance. Such a decline in 
property values, in itself 
would make it easier for 
blacks to buy into a white 
neighborhood. 

The principle of positive 
action instead of busing

Black Air 
Controller 


Traffic 
Retires, 


Ends 34 Year Career 


Alex A. Broudreaux, 
1863 Greenway So., the 
first black federal air traffic 
controller, has retired. He 
was one of the first con- 
troilers to join the Pro- 
fessional Air.Traffic Con- 
trollers, (PATCO) when it 
was formed in 1968. In 
1951, he became the first 
black air controller at Port 
Columbus. 

He has spent 34 years in 
the federal service, almost 
17 years as an air traffic 
controHer, and three years 
in the Air Force as an 
aviation cadet. 

One of the proudest days 
of his life was undoubtedly 
March 13, 1950, when he 
became the first black con- 
troller hired by the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority 
(CAA), predecessor of the 
Federal Aviation Authority 
(FAA). 

His love of aviation start- 
ed when he was a child liv- 
ing within walking dis- 
tance of the Air Force Base 
at take Charles,-La:-He 
performed odd jobs at the 
facility. 

“| remember we used to 
haul water for the airplane 
engines in use then. It was 
late Depression era. 
We even did things like 
packing parachutes in 
those days. | developed a

Broudreaux started out 
as a messenger of the Air 
Field, later becoming an 
apprentice aircraft and 
engineer: mechanic. In 
February 1943, he entered 


military service,-as an av- 
iation cadet at Tuskegee 
AFB, Ala. He was trained in 
air traffic control, radio 
technology and pilot train- 
ing. 

In 1946, he became an 
airtraffic..controller at 
-ockbourne AFB. Training 
ander the GI bill he got his 
2sommercial_pilot and flight 
nstructor licenses. 


His first position as a 
‘ederal air traffic controller 
n 1950 was at Peoria 
Tower, Ill. He soon trans- 
ferred 
Major Airport. In 1951, he 
was transferred to - Port 
Solumbus International 
Sirport; where he worked 
intil retirement. 

Broudreaux has received 
a number of awards and 
sommendations  through- 
out his career. 


Broudreaux has turned 
down many opportunities 
to go into management in 
the past. ‘I just would have 
been..unhappy..there,” he 
explains. “I like to be 
where the action is;- close 
to the aviation scene it- 
self.” 


He actually has been 
able to follow the entire 
progress of ATC (Air Traf- 
fic Controllers) in this 
country. 


“| can remember the in- 
troduction of radar and 
how much it added to our 
capabilities in the last 15 
years. Most recently, | have 
been impressed by the 
potential of ART’s Ill. It 
can be the greatest aida 
controller ever had-al- 
though. it still has a long 
way to go.”

Valerie Burns, 13, of 358

taken to the hospital on 
the night of March 29 after 
being hit by a car driven by 
Richard Neff at the corner 
of Freemont and Hague 
Aves. 

\t_was_later learried that 
she and--some of her 
friends were coming from 
Westgate Recreation cen-: 
ter that night and were 
constantly threatened by 
some white youths riding 
along in a car. When they 
got to the corner of 
Freemont and Hague Aves. 
they thought the car, which 
they had momentarily

again. Valerie rushed and 
tried to get across the 
street and was hit by the 
oncoming vehicle which 
Neff was driving.

“She (Valerie) and some 
of her friends were coming 
home from Westgate 
Recreation Center on the 
evening of March 29," Mr. 

‘After they 
were about halfway home, 
they were threatened by 
some whites in a Car, 
about five, who began 
calling them ‘niggers’ and 
other names.” 

He further added,—‘The 
group of kids began run- 
ning frantically because 
they were afraid that 
something was going to 
happen to them. One of the 
kids even ran up on the 
porch of a family to try and 
get some help, only to be 
told to ‘stop playing 
around'.” 

Burns also. said that he 
was told by some of the 
kids that the car pulled
